Ruppert. one of our sponsors, grin­ 


ning from ear to ear at the strang* 
sights, sounds and smells. A hun 
dred newspaper men and women 
a s k i n g everybody innumerable 
questions. Sound movie men trying 
to get sensible interviews out ol 
Commander Noville, my chief in 
structor, and everybody else on 
board. Tomorrow night we must 
leave for Norfolk to start our 10,- 
000 mile trip to the bottom of the 
world. Will we ever get all this 
stuff on the ship and all the visitors 
off? 
And now we are getting our oil 
and fuel aboard. That’s what I am 
particularly interested in. We are 
going to encounter variable wea­ 
ther conditions—temperatures that 
will be 100 degrees Fahrenheit at 
the Equator and 70 to 80 degrees 
below Zero in the Antarctic.

GOLDEN TREASURE 
OF UNKNOWN RACE 
FOUND

PANAMA 


Cambridge, Mass., February 19. 
A great store of gold ornaments 
and utensils has been recovered by

stone, 
bone and pottery. 
The now vanished people 
lived 
in this locality about the time Co­ 
lumbus discovered America. The.r 
culture was different from that of 
the Mayas to the northward. 
It 
somewhat resembled that 
of 
the 
most highly civilized 
groups 
in 
Northern Peru 
and 
northeastern 
South America. 
The burials evidently were those 
of chiefs, for only the rich could 
have afforded, such great stores of 
furnishings. 
Each chief was bur­ 
ied on a stone slab, apparently in 
sitting position. 
In front of him, 
often piled in rows, were the bod­ 
ies of retainers—sometimes 20 or 
more—also 
servants, 
wives and 
concubines. 
Heaped in piles, wherever there 
was mom on the slabs, were gold 
ornaments, pottery, 
jade, 
agate, 
j quartz, beryl and 
gilded 
copper. 
The potery included large plates, 
bowls, wine cups and jars. 
Much 


of its still retained brilliant paint­ 
ed colors. 
There was much pure hammered 
gold, some copper and also quanti­ 
ties of gold mixed 
with 
copper. 
There were thin plaques of gold, 
as large around as the brim of 
a 
good-sized hat. They were evident-1 
ly intended for 
hanging 
on the j 
clothing. 
There were 
pure 
gold 
greavs for th forearms and for the 
shins. 
Hammered thin, 'heir gold 
content is estimated at §100 
to 
SI 50 a piece. 
As many as 90 articles of 
gold 
were found in a single grave. They 
ineuded massive cuffs, 
necklaces, 
rings, nose pendants, earl spools, 
and solid and hollow castings 
in 
the form of men and animals.

made over a long period.
